Paris, Oct. 21.—The dead- 
line for a new cease fire in 
Palestine was fixed at 12 noon 
GMT tomorrow by Dr Ralph 
Bunche, the acting United 
Nations Mediator, tonight. 

He enabled the Egyptian and 
the Provisional Israeli Govern- 
ments tonight: ‘We have as- 
sumed that both sides would 
issue cease fire orders to their 
troops immediately upon the 
official receipt of the Security 
Council’s resolution.” 

The’ Security Council on 
Tuesday endorsed the acting 
Mediator’s call for an imme-’ 
dinte cease fire on the Negev 
front in southern Palestine. 

The Israeli Government will 
igsue “an effective cease fire order" 
to its troops fighting in the Negev

It stated: “The Provis:onal Gov- 
emmoant of Isracl, faithful -to its 
settled polley of pursuing. the ways 
of peace and In compliance with the 
conclusions adopted’ by the Sccurity 
Councif on October. 19, and com- 
muniented to the Provisional Gov- 
ernment on October 20, has resolved 
to order an immediate and effective 
cease fire in the ‘Negev.’ 


USRAELI’S REQUEST

the Security Council, the Provisional 
Government of Israel requests the 
acting Medintor to inform it as "soon 
os possible of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment’s decision to order and main- 
tain. an effective cease fire to be 
observed by all its troops in the 
Negtv, including all irregulars that 
may be operating in that arca.
